“Undoubtedly the western pro- 
ducey works under a disadvantage in 
Canada’s fiscal policy. ‘The custom 
laws of other countries, including 
Canada, played some part in the 
adoption of policies that hed to a 
shrinkage of wheat imports into the 
following countries:Switzerland, Italy 
Belgium, Holland and in a less degree 
Germany and France,” ° 

These are the significant and im- 
portant words used by Justice Tur- 
geon inithe Royal Grain Inquiry Com- 
mission Report just issued, 

The Hon. W. D, Euler, minister of 
the dapartmennt of trade and com- 
merce, has recently reminded us that 
“Practically every person in Can- 
ada is affected by the trend of Can- 
da’s trade. Our problem is to find 
markets for our surplus production. 
On our success in doing so depends 
the livelihood of one half or more of 
our population.” 

Not only do high tariffs lose mark- 
ets for our wheat, as Justice Turgeon 
reports, but in addition they increase 
the cost of all the things that prairie 
farmers have for living and produc- 
tion, a 

The lowering of high tariffs and 
thie wemoval of other restrictions 
against international trade would, 
therefore, considerably benefit our 
prairie farmers. Such action in ad- 
dition would bring about increased 
world prosperity, and would remove 
a serious cause of war, 

“Wars and irumors of wars.” 
This expression is as old as man- 
kind, and is found in all languages. 

Why do nations fight so much? 
The research department of the 
Searle Grain Company is now con- 
cluding a study: which seems to show 
certain inbred human characteris- 
tics or defects, are perhaps mainly re- 
sponsible, 

1, The struggle for existence and 
the urge to improve living conditions. 
Which makes countries take posses- 
sion of other lands that grow more 
foodstuffs or produce more raw 
materials, 

2. Selfishness, Which makes 
countries that have an abundance of 
good things reluctant to share them 
freely with other nations. 

8. Envy, Which makes deficient 
nations determined to fight those 
countries that have taken possession 
of lands which produce an abund-| 
ance, 

Is there any remedy for all thesa 
sad and distressing struggles? I 
for one think that perhaps there is. 
Let the countries which now possess 
most of the good things of this world 
make it easier, by lowering their 
tariffs, for the “have not” countries 
to abtain their reasonable needs 
of foods and raw materials, all in 
exchange for their own goods. 

This simple remedy I believe would 
lessen the necessity for war on the 
part of the “have not” countries, and 
besides which, would also be a de-

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The Curse Of Education 

“The best things in life are not given a percentage.” 

The foregoing is just a small extract from a speech made to a class 
of graduating Normal School students by Dr. J. S. Thomson, president of 
the University of Saskatchewan, to give point to a protest which he uttered 

- against the school system of examinations as it exists in Canada and which 
he appropriately described as ‘“‘a curse”. 

It is indeed gratifying to find leaders of education in the Western prov- 
inces voicing such a viewpoint on the inelastic method of categorizing 
school students—of pigeon-holing them under valuations elicited as a re- 
sult of the application of a rule-of-thumb system of examinations. 

As Dr, Thomson said: The grading of A’s, B’s and C’s, and this multi- 
plication of credits until students don’t know where they are, “leaves s0 
little place for all the noble things in life that can never be put in terms. 
of percentage.” 

While the press report of Dr. Thomson's address did not enumerate 
those nobler things towards which the student mind should be guided, it 
is not difficult to enunciate them and they can all be incorporated in the 
single-term “good citizenship”, provided the definition of that phrase is 
made to include all that it should designate. ~ 

* * . * 
Good Citizenship 

And good citizenship means much more than interest in government, 
in community affairs, in neighborhood welfare and the like. It involves the 
development. of good sportsmanship, unselfish interest in the welfare of 
others and the will to recognize and place human values above material 
considerations and the advancement of moral and spiritual welfare. 

It is because these things are, and should be, the ultimate goal of the 
educational system that the personality and character of the teacher should 
be the ranking qualification; for, as the teacher is, and not as the teacher 
Says, 80 will the pupil be during the formative years of the child’s career. 
The teacher is destined to implant an unconscious and ineradicable mark on 
the mind of the impressionable youth under his or her care. 

The value of the teacher to the children, to the community and the 
nation should be measured in terms of character and ifftegrity rather than 
in brilliance of erudition. A teacher of strong individuality and mediocre} 
academic attainments is worth immeasurably more to the future generation 
than one who is superlatively clever but lacks the attributes which inspire 
respect and admiration. The teacher who combines both is a jewel indeed 
and for such, adequate compensation cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents, 

In the tuition of those things which as Dr. Thomson says, cannot be 
registered in percentages, an ounce of practice is worth a ton of precept, to 
paraphrase a time-honored saying. The teacher who renders only lip service 
to the nobler things of life is not worth his or her salt when the yardstick 
of real values is applied, but the teacher who is a living example of the 
aspirations which he or she holds up to the pupils as the lode star of their 
careeys is a pearl of great price. 

While the teacher may have to conform, through regulatory control, to 
the examination system in greater or less degree, he or she will perform his 
or her greatest and most valuable work when moulding children into future 
citizens with ambitions to reach for the highest and best that life can give, 
not in material terms, but in the moral and spiritual realms, and this can 


only be done by the influence of example,

rules will exert an unconscious influence for good on his or her charges that 
will never be extinguished throughout life, and fortunate, indeed, is the 
child whose future destiny is placed in such competent and reliable hands. 

Nor will that impelling force die with the passing of the teachers’ 
charges, It will be passed on from generation ot generation. Like the 
ripple made in the water by the cast stone or the impulse surging through 
the ether from a radio transmitter, no one may say how far it will go or 
measure the extent of its ultimate effect. 

The teachers about to embark on their difficult and highly responsible 
task of laying the foundation for a new and better nationhood were urged 
by Dr. Thomson to set before themselves three standards, or, as he called 
them, “attitudes of life:” the absolute worth of the individual human being, 
the building of character and the value of citizenship, and pointed out the 
importance of selflessness with the appropriate comment that “the way to 
be unhappy is to fall in love with yourself.” 

Excellent advice which, if it falls on receptive ground, is bound to yield 
rich dividends to the country in the future.

Not Good Publicity 
Successes In Canada Not Stressed 
As Much As Failures 

“Canada,” said Lord Tweedsmuir 
to the visiting Scottish farmers the 
other day, “gets rotten publicity: too 
much for the failures and too little 
for the successes.”

Prime Ministers 


Sixteen Ministries And Eleven Pre- 
miers In Canada _ Since 
Confederation 
During the 71 years since Confed- 
eration there have been 16 Ministries 
and there have been 11 Prime Min- 
isters in Canada. In the 384 years, 
up to 1901, there were seven Prime 
Ministers and in the 87 since then 
only four have been added to the list 
says “Canada’s Weekly.” 
The most frequent changes in Pre- 
miership came after the death of Sir 
John A. Macdonald in 1891. Be- 
tween that year and 1896 there were 
five new Prime Ministers—Sir John 
Abbott, Sir John Thompson, Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell, Sir Charles Tupper 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
Sir John Macdonald was leader of 
the government for about 19 years, 
the longest period, but Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, leader for 15 years, had the 
longest unbroken term, Sir Charles 
Tupper had the shortest term, only 
two months and one week. Sir Rob- 
}ert Borden was in office for eight 
years and 10 months. Mr, Mackenzie 
King, the present head of the govern- 
ment, has been Prime Minister for 
about 11 years. 
All Mr, Meighen’s predecessors, ex- 
cept Alexander Mackenzie, were 
| given titles. Sir Charles Tupper re- 
ceived a baronetcy. The widow of 
Sir John Macdonald was created a 
baroness. Messrs. Arthur Meighen, 
W. L. Mackenzie King and R. B. 
Bennett have remained untitled.

Cordell Hull Lays Down A Plan For! 
A World Order | 

State Secretary Cordell Hull laid 
down a four-point program of United 
States co-operation toward a “world) 
order based on law,” and appealed | 
for a ‘‘strong united public opinion” 
to back it. 

Before the Bar Association of Ten-| 
nessee, meeting in his native State, | 
Mr. Hull declared that, with “a spirit | 
of international anarchy” abroad, | 
“there was never a time in our na- 
tional history when the influence of | 
the United States in support of inter- | 
national law was more urgently | 
needed.” 

After rebuking isolationists, whose} 
“dream of safety and security” he 
called “a bitter illusion’, he stated) 
this program: 

1, “With the world still in the} 
throes of a profound economic dis-| 
location, we are prepared to join!

effort toward the restoration and 
strengthening of sound and construc-!

3. “With the use of armed force;

forward the work so auspiciously be- 
gun at The Hague two generations) 
ago, of humanizing by common 
agreement the rules and practices of!

4. ‘We are prepared to join with 
other nations in exploring all other 
methods of revitalizing the spirit of 
international co-operaton and in 
making use of every practicable 
means of giving it sub-application of! 
such principles of stance and reality | 
through the international political, | 
economic and cultural relations as| 
those to which I have referred.”

Smuts that the present election 
would be his last political contest, 
and that at the end of this parlia- 
ment he would retire from political 
life. The remark, perhaps, was just a 


mere incident in one of his campaign, 
speeches, but it has served to remind, 
the world that this eminent South, 


African patriot, statesman and gen- 
eral hag reached the time of life 
when he contemplates retirement 
from a sphere in which he has not 
only been a distinguished leader in 
his own country, but also one of the 
greatest statesmen in the British 
Empire from an imperial point of 
view. 

His whole career has been spec- 
tacular and romantic. Educated at 
Cambridge University in England, he 
nevertheless retained his loyalty to 
South Africa, and when the war 
broke out in 1899 he was one of a 
brilliant coterie of commanders, in- 
cluding General Cronje, 
Botha, and General De Wett, who 
opposed the British forces, Neverthe- 
less when peace was declared along 
with General Botha he co-operated 


whole-heartedly with the Campbell-} 


Bannerman Government in the re- 
habilitation of the country, and when 
the Union of South Africa was 
formed and complete autonomy was 
granted he became one of the most 
loyal supporters of the British Em- 
pire. Along with Sir Louis Botha he 
was instrumental in conquering Ger- 
man East Africa, thereby opening 
the way for its incorporation in the 
British Empire. 

He also became an advisory mem- 
ber of the War Cabinet and in every 
possible way contributed to the suc- 
General Smuts 
deserves well of his compatriots in 
South Africa, as well as of those 
throughout the entire Commonwealth 
of British Nations. He is now 68 
years of age, and when the present 
parliament erfds he will be past the 
three score years and ten. His ad-

wich, 

The moon's course is plotted by 
the earth's time and the earth’s time 
is reckoned by its rotation, Mr. Jones| 
explained. Somewhere an unknown 
gigantic brake has suddenly been 
clamped on the spinning world, slow- 
ing it down, he said. 

Dr. Martin Davidson, president of 
the British astronomical association, 
estimated this slewing down process} 
was going on at the rate of about 
1-100th second every century. 

At present, he said, the moon is 
about six seconds off time off its 
beaten track.

LEGISLATION ACTS 
TO HARM SMALL 
MORTGAGE HOLDERS 


If the Alberta government's re- 
cently enacted mortgage legislation is 
designed to penalid: the so-called 
“Big Interests’—and most impartial 
observers are conviniied it, is—Mr. 
Aberhart is attempting to use a pile 
driver to kill a gnat, It is authorita- 
tively estimated that only one-third 
of all mortgages and agreements for 
sale in the province are held by the 
corporate lenders so vehemently de- 
cried by Social Creditors. There te- 
maining two-thirds is largely in the 
hands of individual lenders. 

The last agricultural census of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics show- 
ed that the farm mortgage debt on 
owner-occupied farms in Alberta 
amounted to $107,000,000. A con- 
servative estimate of the probable 
debt on tenant occupied farms vould 
run to an additional $11,000,000, 
These figures make no distinction be- 
tween agreements fcr sale and mort- 
gages, but cover both classes oi 
cha: ges. 

As accurately as can be ascertained 
holdings of institutional lenders, 
computed as at the same date and as 
nearly as possible on the same /basis, 
amounted to $40,000,000, or about 34 
per dent of the total farm mortgage 
and ggireement for sale debt. 

If it is fair to assume that these 
lenders would hold a similar percent- 
age of the urban debt as thiey do of 
farm debt, it may be deduced that 
total urban debt is approximately 
$27,000,000, Tiye institutional lend- 
e:s hold. $9,000,000. 

Firom independent surveys in

The 
balance is mainly in the hands of in- 
dividual investors or vandors who had 
sold under agrecment for sale or 
taken back a mortgage as part of the 
purchase price. 

In short, it is contended, the weight 
of legislation such as Mr, Aberhart’s 
will be felt most keenly not by the 
lending institutions but by the indi- 
viduals who hold two-thirds of the 
mortgages in the province.
